Forrest Keefer 


Forrest Keefer of Wawaka, Indiana, is 
running for the Director of District Three. 
Forrest is owner and operator of Riverwood 
Farm which consists of 45 to 50 Guernseys 
that are intensively grazed in the summer 
and TMR-fed and housed in free stalls in 
the winter. They also farm 245 acres of row 
crops and pasture including corn, soybeans 
and wheat. Forrest added that much of the 
cropland is rolling, fragile ground that is 
farmed no-till exclusively. The farm also 
includes 60 acres of managed timber. 

The Keefer family consists of Forrest, a 
Purdue University graduate with a bachelor 
of science degree in entomology; his wife, 
Janet, a reading recovery teacher and tech- 
nology specialist at West Noble School 
Corporation; their son, Nathan, a veterinary 
student at Oregon State University; and 
their daughter, Sarah, a recent graduate of 
Earlham College and now a Peace Corps 
volunteer in Ecuador. 

Forrest has served on several boards. 
This list includes the county DHIA and the 
Indiana Guernsey Breeders’ Association. 
He was also a delegate to the Tri-State Milk 
Cooperative meetings. “I played some role 
in bringing a protein market to Indiana in 
the dark days before multiple component 
pricing,” he explained. “I played a larger 
role in keeping it in place during some 
rough times, persistence, stubbornness and 
unwillingness to be walked on by giant milk 
co-ops were key traits then.”

Guernsey Breeders’ Journal, you 

have read articles and ads from sev- 
eral breeders and your directors ex- 
pressing their concerns and goals for 
the Guernsey breed now and in the fu- 
ture. Many of these comments have 
been heard often in barns and along- 
side showrings across the country. It 
is high time they were discussed nation- . 
ally and publically. Has the Guernsey Seth Johnson 
cow grown too big? Has the Guernsey cow lost her excellent com- 
ponents? Can the Guernsey cow compete in a large commercial 
setting? Answers to these questions vary according to breeding 
philosophies, management styles and individual preferences. My 
answer is that we do need a more moderate sized cow that will 
produce the high components that are in demand in today’s dairy 
industry. 

Certainly too much emphasis has been placed on stature in the 
past. And this has resulted in the cow growing beyond her means. 
We can blame the showring for placing an inordinate amount of 
importance on stature, but how many of us have elected not to use 
a bull because he was “only” breakeven or negative for stature? 
The natural tendency is to admire a bigger cow over a smaller one. 
We have all seen that, with the exception of a few elite show cows, 
there is a point of diminishing returns in size. Larger cows have 
more problems getting up and around and must produce much more 
to pay their way. There is no substitute for the showring in terms

Un-der the leadership of Jeannie 
Nelson and Dave Erbe, the convention de- 
tails are falling quickly into place. The site 
is selected, the dates established, the tours 
and the activities will offer a real taste of 
California. It has been a long time between 
California conventions, and we want this 
to be the very best ever. 

As we reflect back over the past year and 
glance on into the future, we on the west 
coast have so much to be thankful for and 
so much to be proud of. The Western Na- 
tional Guernsey Show was a tremendous 
success. Our California Guernsey Queen, 
Kate Nelson, was chosen National Guern- 
sey Queen and made us all so proud with 
her contributions to the Guernsey breed. In 
1999, we initiated a “Give A Heifer” pro- 
gram in hopes of presenting a heifer to a 
worthy applicant who might not otherwise 
have the opportunity to raise and show a 
Guernsey heifer. We were delighted with 
the response that we received and selected 
a young lady from the 12 applicants. 

This year, our second annual “Give A 
Heifer” reaped rewards for us in the finest 
way possible. We received an overwhelm- 
ing 43 applications, all from young people 
desiring to be first-time Guernsey owners. 
The large response required the purchase 
of two Guernsey heifers. With great diffi- 
culty, two winners, a young man and a 
young girl, were selected to be new Guern- 
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feels he would bring to the American

“The most important thing for a board 
member (or any other producer) is to main- 
tain a positive attitude and never blame the 
cow for mistakes that we, ourselves make,” 
he said.

He feels that in- 
formation access and networking facilita- 
tion will remain important in many areas, 
including milk marketing and Johnes con- 
trol. “Marketing is a significant task for the

sey owners. In addition to the heifers, each 
winner was given a one-year membership 
to the American Guernsey Association, the 
California Guernsey Club and a subscrip- 
tion to the Guernsey Breeders’ Journal. 
The west coast breeders also offer two 
scholarships each year, the Erik Nelson 
Scholarship from California and the Max 
Dawdy Scholarship from Western Guern- 
sey Sires. 

The Guernsey cattle that stand in the 
green spring field are making their owners 
very proud.

The demand which 
appears to seriously outweigh the supply 
is not just a regional phenomenon but ap- 
pears to be evident across the USA.

Stephen Terhune 

Stephen Terhune of Harrodsburg, Ken- 
tucky, is running for Director of District 
Three. Having been reared on a dairy farm, 
Stephen has always been interested in the 
dairy business. The dairy at Locust Hill was 
commercial Holsteins until he purchased 
his first Guernsey as a 4-H project. 

As Stephen worked with the Guernseys 
and realized the difference in disposition 
and other characteristics from the other 
breeds he expanded the number of Guern- 
seys. By the time he purchased the dairy 


cial dairyman addressing the value of the 
high components and their contributions to 
his bulk tank, to the farmers selling strictly 
to the cheese plants, to the gentleman farm- 
ers who would love to have a small group 
of cattle and finally to all the parents who 
realize the merits of owning a Guernsey calf 
for their youthful exhibitors. One of the 
greatest challenges facing Guernsey breed- 
ers today is certainly how to produce 
enough females to fulfill their own de- 
mands of expansion as well as having cattle 
available for additional demands. Flushing 
and the implantation of embryos from se- 
lected cow families into recipients of other 
cattle breeds or for sale to prospective buy- 
ers is one avenue of endeavor to be con- 
sidered. 

On the west coast, we have certainly felt 
the wrath of falling milk prices. While fluid 
milk producers in California are faced with 
the challenges of operating within a state- 
wide price range of approximately $9.80, 
those who are fortunate enough to be ship- 
ping with a price structure based on com- 
ponents are reaping the rewards and will 
probably weather the storm. On a more 
positive note, feed costs have remained 
relatively low and appear to remain that 
way for some time. 

Just a final reminder, mark your calen-

from his father in 1983, the dairy herd was 
more than 50 percent Guernseys. Currently, 
the Guernseys comprise 95 percent of the 
dairy herd which consists of 50 milking 
cows and 35 heifers. 

The dairy is located on 70 acres that has 
been passed down through four generations 
of Terhunes. An additional 30 acres of crop 
land is rented. After a 1995 tornado, the 
farm facilities were built up-to-date and 
ready for expansion if needed. All forages 
are grown, while the grain feeds are pur- 
chased. 

To the AGA Board of Directors, Stephen 
feels the greatest strength he could bring is 
16 years of full-time farming. “I feel this 
experience affords me to understand where 
my constituents are coming from, where 
they want to go and what they want for the 
association,” Stephen explained. 

Stephen has served on the Kentucky 
DHIA Board of Directors for six years. He 
stated, “Through this position I have 
learned many things. A few such things are 
the importance of listening to constituents 
and being there for them and not totally for 
myself.”

n the dairy industry, expansion is a long 

process which can take years to culmi- 

nate into a farmers ideal operation. With 
a goal of increasing herd size, a dairy pro- 
ducer must consider many variables: 

* herd health 

* expenses 

* fluctuating milk prices 

* timetable 
Lavon Farms in Plano, Texas, has taken 
steps to prepare for these variables. 

Todd and Jon Moore, the owners of 
Lavon Farms, have invested in a heifer pro- 
gram that will ensure the herd will be one 
that grows not only in numbers, but also in 
quality. The program begins with flushing 
the top cows in the herd to sires with the 
highest type indexes and some young sires

from the breed's best cow families. Type 
breeding is important to Lavon Farms in a 
climate such as Texas. The animals must be 
strong and able to withstand the heat because 
they are rotationally grazed 365 days a year. 

Over the last year, Lavon Farms has 
flushed over 12 


when purchased,” he said. The program has 
proved to be efficient as the Moores have 
not lost an ET or recipient or had to assist 
on a single birth. 

According to Todd, the ETs are caught, 
fed high-quality colostrum, given tattoos 
and black leg vaccination at birth. To aid in 
the development of the rumen, the farm’s 
nutritionist requested that the ETs be re- 
moved from their beef recipient mothers 
early. After four weeks with its mother, the 
ET is put in an individual calf hutch and is 
started on grain from a bucket. The new calf 
hutches have proved to be much more cost- 
efficient than a calf barn. With a very rigor- 
ous calf vaccination program and the new 
housing, the calves are healthier than in pre- 
vious years, which has directly lowered drug 
costs and increased the daily weight gain of 
the animals. 

Lavon Farms currently milks 90 cows 
with over 175 replacement heifers, of which 
30 are ET heifers. This program is a means 
for the farm to expand with Guernseys, 
while still maintaining a quality animal. “We 
have cows that milk enough,” Todd said. 
“We need to focus on cow numbers more 

than cow index.” He

Todd feels that it is ob- 
vious to all breeders that the demand for 
Guernseys is there but the supply is very lim- 
ited. “I feel the way to fill the demand is 
through a sound flushing program,” Todd 
said. 

W. Lee Moore Stock Farms consisted of 
900 acres when it was started in 1936 by W. 
Lee Moore. Originally beef cattle, a grain 
operation, pigs, sheep and an orchard were 
the mainstays of the farm. In 1950 when W. 
Lee Moore Jr. took over the farm, not only 
did the name change, but also the operations. 
All the beef cattle and other operations were 
sold, and the farm focused its attention on 
the breeding and milking of quality Guern- 
sey cattle. 

Fifty years later, the focus of the farm 
remains the same as the expansion contin- 
ues at Lavon Farms. The goal of increasing 
the herd into a commercially-viable dairy 
operation is becoming a reality. Though the 
expansion timetable is far from complete, 
the heifer program at Lavon Farms has pro- 
vided a strong foundation on which they will 
be able to continue to build upon to guaran- 
tee a large herd of quality Guernseys in the 
future.

Evergreen 
Farms also has the best trout stream east of 
the Mississippi, and abundant game animals 
within its’ boundaries. Owner Wayne 
Harpster will share ideas on developing a 
hunting/fishing business on your farm. We’ ll 
rotate through several stops at Evergreen 
Farms with an additional stop at the Pasto 
Agricultural Museum before the start of the 
Country Carnival and Picnic. 

The picnic site at Evergreen Farm is near 
a covered bridge built with wood harvested 
at the farm and former President Jimmy 
Carter providing part of the labor. One thing 
we Pennsylvanians can do right is party. If 
you liked our invitation skit at the Ohio Con- 
vention, you'll love our carnival.

New Youth Program Offered 


he AGA Board of Directors, upon the 

recommendations of both the AGA 

Youth Committee and the AGA 
Show Committee, implemented the AGA 
Youth Lease Agreement Program before the 
1999 show season. This program’s stated 
objectives are to develop character, knowl- 
edge and sense of responsibility in partici- 
pating youth and to increase participation 
in AGA youth programs without burdening 
youth with the added expense of purchas- 
ing show animals. 

The outline of the program is simple. Any 
youth may enter into this lease agreement 
with the breeder of a Guernsey heifer. The 
program allows the youth to exhibit that 
animal at a National Junior Show while the 
breeder may exhibit her in open class. The 
youth will receive exhibitor points for her 


and will be listed as the breeder of her calf 


should she be bred while in the possession 
of the lessee. In shows such as World Dairy 
Expo and Harrisburg, where there is not a 
separate junior show, the youth must lead 
that animal to receive a junior placing, how- 


ever, the breeder receives exhibitor points 
for that animal as well as recognition for 
the open class placing. The program leaves 
direct responsibilities for the heifer to the 
discretion of the breeder and the lessee. The 
animal may be housed and cared for by ei- 
ther party. 

There are several rules governing this 
program. The lease agreement covers only 
one show season. One youth may only sign 
two lease agreements during their junior ca- 
reer. The agreement becomes void when, 
due to her age, the lease animal is no longer 
eligible for junior champion. The lease 
agreement, along with a photocopy of the 
registration paper, must be filed with the 
executive secretary by July 1, 2000. 

This lease program was designed to be 
used for National Junior Guernsey Shows 
only. However, the AGA is more than will- 
ing to provide any information required to 
show managements or state 4-H offices that 
may consider recognizing this lease agree- 
ment. Please contact the AGA office with 
any further questions on this program!

Linda Madsen 

Linda Madsen of Temecula, California, 
is running for Director of District Seven. 
Linda’s life with Guernseys began in 1952 
when her parents purchased a young Guern- 
sey heifer from Adohr Farms. This animal, 
“Olivia”, provided for her family for 22 
years and was the center point of the dream 
that became a reality. In 1985, Guernsey 
heifers were purchased as 4-H projects for 
her sons from Walt Kessler of Bay Meadow 
Farm. Linda’s sons, John, a graduate of 
University of California, San Diego, and 
Terry, a senior at California Polytechnical 
Institute, San Louis Obisto, still play an im- 
portant part in the operation of Milky Way 
Farm, which includes 100 acres of pasture, 
dry lot feeding areas and forage mixed hay 
which is planted in the winter. In January 
2000, the Madsens upgraded their farm with 
the addition of a new milking parlor. 


The Madsens are currently milking 19 
registered Guernseys with about 20 replace- 
ment heifers. The family has a goal of milk- 
ing 30 to 40 head in the next few years. 
Because of their herd size they began to feed 
Holstein bull calves with their milk. This 
business has increased to feeding about 300 
head per day off the bottle. The bulls are all 
under contract and are raised at Milky Way 
until they reach a weight of 275 pounds. 
They also raise approximately 200 Holstein 
heifers per year. 

The Milky Way herd has been recognized 
for their accomplishments over the years. 
They have had nine cows scored Excellent, 
four national class leaders, a Nyla Bedford 
Trophy winner, a first place Milk Flow 
Queen, and John and Terry’s group of three 
has been the AGA highest producing cows 
on two occasions. 

Linda has filled many leadership roles in 
the world of cattle, including being a board 
member for the American Guernsey Asso- 
ciation, Vice President of Purebred Publish- 
ing, Inc., President and Vice President of 
the California Guernsey Cattle Club, a Cali- 
fornia Longhorn Cattle Club director, and 
has served on the board of directors and 
chair and member of the Sire Selection 
Committee for Western Guernsey Sires. She 
is also involved with many horse organiza- 
tions, including a 12-year director for the 
Arabian Horse Registry of America, a mem- 
ber of the Arabian Horse Committee and 
Advisor to the President for the W.K. 
Kellogg Foundation. In the community, 
Linda has been a community 4-H leader for 
15 years and the dairy cattle 4-H leader for 
12 years. 

Linda believes that the greatest strength 
she can bring to the board is her affiliation 
with the other boards she has served on. 
“Each and every governing board which 
concerns itself with the registration of live- 
stock is facing critical times concerning rev- 
enue and the financial expenses to keep the 
operations functioning,” Linda explained. 
“Livestock registries, with only a few ex- 
ceptions, are facing declining revenue from 
registration activities and yet must remain 
in operational mode and still provide the 
services expected by their membership.” 

Linda thinks that with high components, 
the Guernsey cow is poised to assume a 
leadership role in today’s world. “I believe 
that we need to focus on the Guernsey cow 
and her true assets and certainly not try to 
change her to be a less than perfect replica- 
tion of some other breed,” she said. To pro- 
mote the breed, Linda feels that we should 
focus on her best qualities - her ability to 
graze, her components and her disposition. 
She feels this promotion is the responsibil- 
ity of every Guernsey owner. 

Linda feels that she, as well as the AGA 
staff and Board of Directors, is aware of the 
problems that lie ahead. “I accepted the 


nomination to run again for the second term 
because I would love to finish what I started 
four years ago.” Linda said, “I have had the 
privilege of talking with so many people 
from the western states, and I would love 
to continue to be their representative.” 

Linda knows that the Guernsey cow is in 
great demand today. She feels that we need 
to keep the momentum going. 


Leon Zweegman 

Leon Zweegman of Lynden, Washington, 
is also running for Director of District 
Seven. Rozelyn Farm is owned and oper- 
ated by Leon and his wife Loraine and their 
family - Lisa and her husband Kent Erickson 
and their son Kyle; sons Brian, 22, who 
drives milk truck for the local co-op and 
helps part time on days off, Lance, 20, who 
drives a ready-mix concrete truck and Greg, 
19, a senior at Lynden High School and full- 
time employee of the farm. 

Leon is the third generation to live on the 
home farm. It was settled by his grandfa- 
ther in 1901, and the first Guernseys came 
in 1917. Leon’s involvement in Guernseys 
began when his father bought his first calf 
which was purchased at the Fairlawn Dis- 
persal in 1957. Leon went on to receive the 
FFA American Farmer Degree in 1967 and 
then graduated from Washington State Uni- 
versity in 1969 with a degree in animal sci- 
ence. Following this he served in the U.S. 
Army for two years. 

In 1972 Leon took over the operation of 
Rozelyn Farm. He began by building a milk- 
ing parlor and free stall barn. Leon and 
Loraine were married in 1973 and were 
joined by his brother, Marvin, in 1974. 
Through herd dispersal purchases and se- 
lected additions from northwest and national 
sales, the herd increased from 50 Guernseys 
to 160 over the next two years. This all cul- 
minated by being selected as the 1980 Out- 
standing Young Guernsey Farmers. Leon’s 
brother left the partnership in 1980 and 
Leon and Loraine continued. According to 
the Zweegmans, the cow numbers remained 
constant, but some Holsteins were added in 
1981. Today, Rozelyn Farm is home to 
Guernseys with a DHIR average of 
20,196M 905F 725P on 44 records. The 
Rozelyn herd is milked twice a day and uses 
no BST. The herd was recognized as the 
number one CPI herd in November 1999.

The number one CPI cow for February 
2000 is Coulee Crest Enhancer Snow-ET. 
Scored Very Good-88, she was nominated 
All-American Junior 2-Year-Old in 1999 af- 
ter placing third at the NGS-Madison. 
“Snow” completed her first lactation at 1- 
11 with 18,553M 6.1% 1,339F 3.7% 680P 
with Yield Deviations of +6,326M +437F 
+244P. She is an “Enhancer” daughter out 
of the former number one CPI cow, Forhar 
Magic Show, VG-88.
